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(54) MEMORY CARD 
(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To make the operation efficient, to improve 
the positional precision of seal sticking, and to improve 
appearance yield by sticking a seal on a substrate 
coated with a resist according to the border between the 
substrate and a frame or the opening part of 2nd resist. 
CONSTITUTION: In the memory card, which has a 
package circuit board 110 with input and output 
terminals log for a card interface in the recessed part of 
the frame 101 adhered so that card surface is in level 
and has the nearly entire surface of the frame 101 
covered with the package circuit board 110, the seal 
108, where the contents, patterns, etc., of the memory 
card are printed, is stuck on the resist 109 of the 
package circuit board on the card appearance side. After 
the top surface of the package circuit board on the card appearance side is coated with 1st 
resist for wiring pattern protection and the 2nd resist which levels the surface so that the 
wiring pattern is invisible in the appearances, the opening part is formed in the 2nd resist to 
expose the 1st resist and the seal in the same shape with the opening part is stuck.

[Claim 1] The mounting circuit board which consists of the 1st field where mounting components were 
mounted, and the 2nd field which is a field where said 1st field is opposite, and has an input/output 
terminal, The frame which has the crevice which encloses said mounting component mounted in said 1st 
field, and a lobe surrounding the circumference of said mounting circuit board, Memory card 
characterized by having the resist applied at least to the part except the input/output terminal of the 2nd 
field of said mounting substrate, and the display material stuck at least on the part on said resist.

[Effect of the Invention] according to [ as stated above ] the memory card of this invention ~ an exterior 
- since there is no disadvantage possibility that it may be divided and a clear display can be performed, 
improvement in the appearance yield as a finished product is measured. 

[0061] Moreover, without needing the fixture only for positioning, since the boundary line of a substrate 
and a frame or opening of the second resist is followed as a guide and display material can be stuck, in 
case display material including a seal is stuck on the substrate which applied the resist, attachment of 
display material can be performed easily and improvement in the increase in efficiency of an activity 
and the appearance yield as a finished product is measured. 

[0062] Moreover, the thickness of the whole card becomes uniform by sticking display material all over 
a substrate, or making the same thickness of the second resist, and thickness of display material, and it is 
effective in raising a feeling of use.
